Action of Congress Will ITot B« Await, 
ed But Treasury Secretary' 
Mellon Acta tines. 
pM(«dlr. ' 

Washington, May u:!.— Advocates uf 
beer for medicinal piirno.'^i's may cliocr 
up. Just when all Ki'ciind lost~ to 
them and Uepri'SiMit^itlve A. J. Vol- 
stead, aided by olllcfais of the Anti- 
Saloon League, planned to invalidate 
the decision of former Attorney Gen- 
eral Idtobell Palmer permitting^ tbe 
use of malt liquors under a physi- 
cian's preacrlptlon, along comes Sec- 
retary of the Treasury A. W. Mellon, 
who says he believes beer should be 
dispensed to the sick', no matter what 
action Congress may take to prevent 
Its distribution. 

In fuel tlio Secretary of llie Treas- 
ury has practically iledilcd on a re- 
versal of the policy announced by hla 
predecessor not to Issue any regula- 
tions regarding tbe use of malt liquors 
until the leglilative arm of the gov- 
ernment had ipokeri its will concern- 
ing this all Important queatton — Im- 
portant, at least, to those who have 
grown tired of "home brew," "near 
beer" and like concoctions. 

When Mr. Mellon was inforniod that 
Congress In all probability would not 
act for perhaps six weeks nr twcj 
months on the nieasure now under 
consideration in the Udiisp .ludieiary 
Committee outlawing beer ns a ineiii- 
clne and preventing its manufacture 
for any purpose whatsoever, he called 
into conference his advisers. 

Tbe conclusion was reached at this 
meeting that tbe Treasury Department 
should not wait for action by Con- 
gress, but should take Immediate steps 
to put Into actual operation t^e ruling 
of Mr. Palmer. 

Ill this action the head of the Treas- 
ury Department went over the /heads 
/)f Prohibition Commissioner .1. V. 
Kramer and other prohibition officials 
who contended that no 'regulations for 
the uie of beer sbould be promulgated 
by the department until Congresk had 
noted one way or tbe other and made 
known Ha attitude' wKh rMqpeet \o the 
use of beer U a medicine.

The ministry having resigned rather than submit to the demands 
another, headed bv Dr. Wirtii as Chancellor .has been formed for the 
purpose of doing what Dr. Walter Simons declined to do- The action 
in the Reichstag Waa In favor of the new government by a vote of 

221 to 175. , , 

The German people generally are bitterly resentful- The iic- 
oeptance of the terms laid ilown is based on eruel neeessity. In onler 
to save the country from further invasion and to prevent the inval- 
uable industrial region of the Kuhr from faUing into French hands 
and being eventually alienated altogether, tlie i.resent ministry, pure- 
ly a transitional one, has ouce more signed ou the ilotted line. Mr. 
Wirth made the following statement : 

"There is no possibility for us other than acceptance or rejec- 
tion, The victors liave so decided. 

"Acceptance means that w.- deelare our readiness to liear in 
voluntary labor the licavy finaiieial burdens demanded year by year. 
Refusal would, however, mian surrendering the basis of our entire 
industrial activities, and, as a eoiise(iueuce. dismemberment of oiiv 
eeonomic body, already so greatly weakened, and the shackling of 
- our entire industrial life. , ' _ «. 

"But the effcicts might be even more terrible for our politcal ex- 
istence and our realm. ' 

"For these reasons the government accepts the ultimatum. We 
* know that aoeeptanee, by r.'ason of the place Oorman>- will occupy 
in the economy of the world, wUl entail thft gravest eonseriuences. The 
responsibility for this falls on the Allies. ' ' 

In these circumstances .'ind under such conditions it is no wonder 
tliat many in France and Englanla, as well as here, have expressed 
the conviction that sooner or later Germany will default. As antag 
onistic interests pradually strain and break the bonds that tempo 
rarily hold the Allies totiether, and as new alignments take the place 
.of the old in Europe, the (Jerman nation, nearly seventy million 
strong, will, upon the first favorable opportunity throw off the yoke 
of the victors, and, in tli.- unaltered temper of the Europe of our (fen- 
>;ration, .seek revenge. ^ 

This ii? the tragedy of the situation- John .Maynard Keynes, 
whose book on the economic consequences of the pe^ce treaty lias had 
such a tremendous effect, and who represented the British'treasury 
at Paris, says: ' •» 

"Terror and despair may agidn force the Germans to give empty 
rtssent to what they cannot and will not perform, with added con- 
tempt from the world. ^ 

"But the truth is that the Germans are a nation bewildered and 
■ himiliatrd beyond description, desperately ready to traverse any 
avenue out of their troubles, and to perform up to the limit of their 
oapacity for the sake of a quiet life and a little respect." 

The whole world, and above all the United Stales is viUUy m 
terested in seeing this matter permanently and justly settled. The 
. value of the German bonds, will depend entirely upon wiiether the 
iMUe is to (■oin[)romiRcd as to guarantee peace and ultimate liquida- 
tion. And it must not be forgotten that Americans are expected to 
invest heavily in these bonds at once, in order to give France and tli« 
other Allies the ready cash without which some of them will be coin 
jMlled to eonfesa insolvency.— Lexington Leader. *
